ward for it. God loves a cheerful giver. And 
in feet we all do. A gift from an open heart 
is far more appreciated by us, than when giv- 
en with impure motives. It is not so much 
the amount that i« given, as the manner of 

f jiving that makes it acceptable, How high- 
y we prize even the smallest gift, when it 
comes from one whom we know loves us dear- 
ly. God has evidently intended that the giv- 
er should lie rewarded not for the amount he 
fives, but the spirit in which he gives. While 
y our giving we do help the jioor and the 
needy, God could take care of his jioor with- 
out our assistance. He fed Israel with man- 
na from heaven ; he filled the fishermen's net 
with fish ; he fed five thousand with a few 
loaves ; he converted water into wine ; and he 
can convert stone iifto bread and feed all his 
pooi-. But giving is one of the methods 
through which we are; blest. Why should we 
pray r God knows our wants ; he knows 
what is best for us, why should we ask V He 
has so ordained it. It reminds us of our de- 
pendence on Hiin. It cultivates the spirit of 
gratitude and thankfulness without which we 
are not happy. So with giving. God has 
made it a means of blessing, i he same prin- 
ciple that leads us to pray, leads us to give. 
It cultivates the spirit of liberality, generos- 
ity. The covetous, naiTow-minded, stingy 
and parsimonious cannot be happy. Happi- 
ness comes by making others happy. The 
consciousness of having made others happy ; 
of having alleviated the sutterings of our fel- 
lowmen ; contributed to their wants, gives us 
a degree of pleasure and happiness that can be 
attained in no other way. And Paul lays 
great stress on this fact in the 12th verse, 
"This service not only supplieth the want of 
the saints," &c. It does more than that. It 
gives happiness and joy to the giver, and "i* 
abundant by many thanksgiving unto the 
Ijord." It leads the recipients of our gifts to 
offer up thanksgiving to the Lord for sparing 
the hearts of his people. 

Liberal giving has then the following ad- 
vantages : 

1. It supplies the wants of the poor and 
needy. 

2. It makes us I beral and therefore happy. 

3. It leads the recipients of our gifts to 
give thanks unto the Lord. 

4. It leads them to pray to God in behalf 
of their benefactors. 

Let us all cultivate the spirit of giving, giv- 
ing cheerfully, not grudgingly. A wide field 
is open lor labor in this direction. Many are 
the objects on which we may bestow our acts 
of charity and benevok'iiee.

us, the Corinthians were very 
liberal, and from this fact we 
learn that those who give freely 
never miae what they have giv- 
en. To be truly converted is to 
consecrate our goods to the 
Lord.
